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Foreword: 


The  data  set  forth  herein,  has  been  gathered  during  the 
years  of  1952-3,  by  William  DeLoss  Love  II,  a  great- 
grandson  of  William  Houghton,  the  founder  of  the  branch 
of  the  Houghton  family,  whose  record  is  here  set  forth. 

In  1912,  John  W.  Houghton,  A.M.,  M.D.,  published  "The 
Houghton  Genealogy".  This  took  the  two  brothers,  Ralph 
and  John  Houghton,  bom  about  1650,  the  first  of  the 
family  in  this  country,  traced  their  antecedents  in 
England,  and  brought  their  lines  down  to  1912.  To  have 
done  a  complete  and  accurate  job,  would  have  been  a 
superhuman  task.  The  author  did  trace  and  list  1,9^1 
descendants  of  Ralph  and  3,178  of  John  Houghton,  in¬ 
cluding  Capt.  William  Houghton,  who  was  born  in  1774, 
and  died  in  1863.  From  personal  knowledge,  the  writer 
was  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  the  work  done  on  the 
descendants  of  Capt.  William  Houghton,  was  not  only 
very  sketchy,  but  in  many  cases  inaccurate.  He  there¬ 
fore  decided  to  see  what  could  be  done  about  gather¬ 
ing  complete  data  on  all  of  the  former* a  descendants, 
as  far  as  their  relationship,  dates  of  birth  and  death, 
names  of  spouses,  years  of  marriage,  and  residences 
were  concerned.  He  has  had  remarkable  success  in  this 
task  due  to  the  cooperation  of  key  people  in  each  line, 
but  chief  credit  goes  to  the  great  fund  of  information 
given  him  by  Miss  Stella  Vaughn  of  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
Without  her  help,  anything  like  a  complete  task  would 
have  been  impossible. 

After  trying  every  possible  line  of  inquiry,  we  have 
been  forced  to  give  up  short  of  the  complete  data  on 
month  and  day  (in  no  case  the  year)  of  birth  and  death 
in  seven  cases  only.  In  four  of  these  cases  death  oc¬ 
curred  in  early  childhood.  The  other  three  lived  into 
their  early  twenties,  though  none  of  them  married.  We 
lack  only  jbhe  month  and  day  of  birth  in  two  of  these 
cases.  An  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  task  of  gather¬ 
ing  the  information  for  this  record,  may  be  had  from 
the  fact  that  the  compiler  has  written  474  letters  in 
accomplishing  it. 

The  data  on  the  family,  previous  to  William  Houghton, 
is  taken  almost  completely  from  "The  Houghton  Genealogy" 
of  1912. 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  the  rose  (the 
national  emblem  of  England)  in  the  upper  left  corner  of 
the  shield  on  the  Coat  of  Arms  is  authentic.  We  leave 
it  an  open  question. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  five  generations 
descended  from  Capt.  William  Houghton,  there  have  been 
a  total  of  301  direct  descendants  of  whom  199  are  alive 
in  this  year  of  1953. 
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Capt.  William  Houghton  had  twelve  children.  One 
daughter  died  unnamed,  in  infancy.  Three  other 
daughters^  and  two  sons  moved  to  Alabama  some  time 
during  the  1830' s.  Justin  and  Harriet  married,  but 
there  is  no  record  of  their  having  any  children.  Of 
course  Diantha  who  was  unmarried,  had  none.  In  fact 
no  member  living  today,  has  any  Information  regard¬ 
ing  these  three,  other  than  the  dates  of  birth  and 
death,  marriage  and  names  of  their  spouses. 

Stella  Houghton  and  her  husband  David  Scott,  of 
Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  had  five  daughters  who  lived  to 
maturity.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
compile  very  complete  records  of  their  families. 
Stella  and  her  descendants  number  122.  Albert 
comes  next  with  7 6. 

Where  possible,  pictures  of  the  children  of  William 
have  been  reproduced,  together  with  those  of  their 
spouses.  Old  "Family  Albums"  have  been  searched 
in  vain  for  likenesses  of  the  three  missing  members. 
The  daguerreotype  was  invented  in  France  in  1839 
and  while  in  the  case  of  Harriet  Tyler  who  died  in 
1853,  it  is  possible  that  they  had  reached  Alabama, 
it  is  quite  unlikely  in  the  case  of  the  other  two. 

In  any  event  if  either  daguerreotype  or  oil  paint¬ 
ings  had  been  made  of  these  three,  they  have  been 
lost,  due  no  doubt  to  the  lack  of  any  direct 
descendants  who  would  have  the  special  interest 
in  these  three.

Sir  Richard  -  In  1323  he  and  Sir  Gilbert  Singleton  were  returned  Knights 
of  the  Shire  for  the  County  of  Lancashire,  in  the  Parliament 
held  at  York.  In  1313  he  married  Sybil,  daughter  of  William, 
and  sister  of  Henry  de  Lea,  She  was  a  lineal  descendant  of 
Ivo  Talbois,  Earl  of  Anjou,  in  France,  and  Barons  of  Kendal 
in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror.

William  Houghton  -was  horn  in  Bolton,  Mass.,  March  23,  1774.  Bolton 
had  been  set  off  from  Lancaster,  and  Lancaster  had  been  the  home  of  the 
Houghton  family  since  John  Houghton  of  Lancaster,  England,  came  to  Amerr 
ica  on  the  Abigail  in  1635.  He  married  Marilla  Clay  on  February  11,  1802, 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  James  Clay  of  Putney,  Vt.,  an  officer  in  the 
Revolutionary  Army. 

There  are  two  cards  among  the  Vital  Record  Archives  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  covering  the  marriage  of  William  Houghton  of  Lyndon,  groom,  and 
Marilla  Clay  of  Putney,  bride,  on  February  11,  1802.  Only  in  both  of  these 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  bride’s  name  was  given  as  Morelia. 

Capt,  William  Houghton  was  somewhat  of  a  rover  and  took  his  growing 
family  with  him  as  he  moved  from  one  place  to  another  up  the  Connecticut 
Valley  and  into  the  Vermont  Hills,  and  even  when  his  children  had  begun 
to  establish  themselves,  into  the  southwest  part  of  New  York  State.  There 
were  six  sons  and  six  daughters,  and  a  period  of  twenty-three  years  sep¬ 
arated  Marilla,  the  youngest,  from  Stella,  the  oldest  of  the  twelve.  One 
daughter  died  in  infancy,  and  one,  Diantha,  died  unmarried  at  the  age  of 
thirty-six.  All  the  others  married  and  had  fine  useful  lives. 

In  1001,  the  year  before  his  marriage,  William  Houghton  "took  up  his 
claim"  in  Lyndon,  Vt,,  along  with  James  Ayers,  Joe  Beemis,  Abel  Brown, 

Oliver  Chaffee,  Ira  Evans,  Samuel  Parks,  Job  Randall,  Abraham  Smith,  James 
Shearman  and  Aaron  Walker. 

In  the  family  move  to  Sutton,-  Vt.  in  l8l8,  Capt.  William,  a  tanner  by 
trade,  had  failed  in  business  in  Lyndon,  his  previous  home,  and  seems  to 
have  gained  a  livelihood  in  Sutton  by  working  for  farmers  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  It  is  not  difficult  to  visualize  the  fact  that  this  livelihood  was 
not  a  very  lucrative  one,  considering  that  there  were  nine  sons  and  daught¬ 
ers  alive  at  that  time,  the  oldest  being  sixteen  years  of  age.  Two  more 
children  were  to  be  bom  in  the  next  six  years.  So  we  can  well  believe 
what  Hemenway's  Gazette  says  on  page  volume  5,  part  3  of  the  History 
of  Sutton,  Vt.,  "The  parents  were  exceedingly  poor  and  it  is  said  that 
many  a  time  the  mother  had  been  heard  to  say  that  after  one  meal  was  ser¬ 
ved,  she  did  not  know  where  the  next  was  to  come  from,  but  some  of  the 
children  had  much  force  of  character  and  soon  made  a  mark  for  themselves." 

Further  along,  the  Gazetteer  tells  this  about  Henry  0.  Houghton,  "Henry 
0.  Houghton  of  the  firm  of  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.,  Riverside  Press,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass.,  has  lately  made  the  Library  Association  of  Sutton  the  offer, 
that  for  every  book  they  buy  of  him  at  catalogue  price,  he  will  give  them 
one  of  the  same  value." 

After  a  few  years  in  Sutton,  the  family  went  to  Bradford,  Vt,  and 
later  to  Nunda,  in  Livingston  County,  N.Y.  By  this  time  most  of  the 
children  had  left  home  on  their  own  affairs.  The  mother  and  father  made 
their  home  with  the  William  Houghton,  Jrs.  in  Nunda  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives,  save  for  a  few  years  prior  to  1858  when  they  lived  in  Cambridge  with 
their  eon,  Henry  Oscar  Houghton. 
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Misa  Grace  Houghton  of  Clinton,  N.Y.,  has  a  letter  written  to 
Mari 11a  Clay  Houghton,  May  7,  IG52,  hy  a  Mrs.  Anna  Michardson  of 
Lyndon,  Vt.,  a  former  neighbor  of  the  Houghtons.  In  this  letter 
she  asks  at  length  about  the  various  members  of  the  family.  She 
had  just  seen  a  notice  in  some  paper  telling  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Joseph  Hancock,  (Martha  Maria)  a  mi. ss ionary  to  the  Sioux  Indians. 
She  speaks  of  Diantha's  death  in  1842,  Stella  Scott's  and  Justin's 
in  1844 .  Six  of  their  twelve  children  died  prior  to  the  passing 
of  Manilla  Clay  and  Capt.  William  Houghton. 

The  handle  of  "Captain"  before  hie  name,  clung  to  William 
Houghton  all  through  his  life.  He  is  so  listed  in  the  "Houghton 
Genealogy"  of  1912  and  we  have  carried  on  the  tradition.  How¬ 
ever,  we  thought  it  might  be  interesting  to  find,  if  possible, 
what  he  had  been  Captain  of.  Letters  to  all  branches  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  have  failed  to  bring  even  a  surmise.  So  we  employed  a  Mrs. 

Eva  M.  Locke,  who  does  research  work  along  genealogical  and  his¬ 
torical  lines  at  Montpelier,  Vt.  She  reports  "I  have  not  found 
any  commissions  as  yet.  I  went  through  Colonial  and  1812  records. 
In  one  volume  of  biographical  and  historical  write-ups,  there  was 
a  lengthy  one  on  James  Clay  Houghton  and  his  forebears.  In  that 
it  is  said  that  he,  meaning  William,  had  been  a  member  of  the 
local  militia  company,  serving  as  Captain.  In  those  early  days 
every  able  bodied  man  belonged  to  his  local  militia  and  was  ready 
at  the  alarm  for  duty".  That  seems  to  be  as  definite  as  we  can 
get  on  our  William's  captaincy! 

The  descendants  of  William  Houghton  have  clung  to  the  Houghton 
name  with  considerable  pride.  Seventy-seven  of  the  three  hundred 
and  one  have  borne  this  name,  thirty-eight  have  carried  it  through 
life  as  a  surname,  thirty-seven  as  a  middle  name  and  two  as  a  given 
name.  Several  who  were  christened  with  it  as  a  middle  name,  have 
been  called  Houghton,  rather  than  using  their  first  name. 

After  his  wife's  death  in  1858,  Capt.  William  Houghton  re¬ 
turned  to  Nunda  and  made  his  home  with  his  son,  William,  Jr., 
until  hie  death,  October  12,  1863.  The  remains  of  William  and 
Marilla  Houghton  were  first  interred  in  Sutton,  Vt.,  but  later 
were  moved  to  Cambridge  Municipal  Cemetery  in  Cambridge,  Mass.

Stella,  the  first  of  the  twelve  children  of  Captain  William  Houghton 
was  bora  in  Lyndon,  Vt.,  December  29,  1802.  From  a  "memory"  book  in  the 
possession  of  Stella  Vaughn  of  Nashville,  it  would  appear  that  she  was 
educated  at  Wesleyan  Seminary  or  Academy  at  Wilbraham,  Mass.  Evidently 
the  Otis  sisters  became  her  close  friends  while  there,  and  later  Elizabeth 
became  the  third  wife  of  David  Scott,  and  Maria  and  Harriet,  the  first  and 
second  wives  of  Stella’s  brother  Albert.  Stella  went  to  Alabama  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  1820* s,  to  teach.  There  she  met  and  on  August  10,  1830 
marriet  David  Scott.  While  she  only  lived  forty-two  years,  just  fourteen 
years  after  her  marriage,  she  packed  into  those  years  more  than  most  women 
can  accomplish  in  a  life  twice  that  long.  She  never  forgot  her  responsi¬ 
bilities  as  the  elder  sister  and  she  and  her  husband  helped  practically  all 
of  the  brothers  and  sisters  financially  or  otherwise.  For  instance,  when 
Henry  Oscar  wanted  to  start  the  Riverside  Press  project  in  Cambridge,  Mass, 
in  1852,  it  was  a  loan  *  from  the  Scotts  that  helped  him  over  the  financial 
hump.  They  helped  establish  Albert  Gallatin  Houghton  in  his  business  at 
Wetumpka,  Ala.  His  son  Albert  remembered  this  help  given  his  father  and  in 
later  years  contributed  generously  to  the  support  of  one  of  David  Scott’s 
daughters  by  his  second  wife. 

Her  granddaughter,  Stella  Scott  Vaughn  writes,  "Stella  Houghton  made  a 
great  impression  on  the  town  of  Tuscaloosa,  and  many  families  there  have 
children  named  for  her.  She  influenced  for  good  the  town,  the  church,  and 
above  all  her  own  family.  Inscribed  on  her  tomb  are  these  words  - 

’Virtues,  like  things,  can  never  die,  tho  Death 
hath  wreathed  thy  brow,  they  live  immortalized 
on  high,  with  fadeless  beauty  new.’ 

Grandfather  Scott  was  a  fit  companion  for  this  saintly  person.  They  have 
left  a  glorious  heritage  to  their  children  and  grandchildren." 

There  were  eight  children,  five  of  whom  lived  into  their  seventies  and 
eighties.  The  grandchildren  number  thirty  in  all.  Among  them  and  their 
spouses,  we  find  distinguished  college  professors  as  William  James  Vaughn 
and  Paul  McConnell  of  Vanderbilt,  and  Arthur  Gilman  of  Harvard;  a  Bishop 
of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church,  Robert  Kennon  Hargrove;  prominent  suc¬ 
cesses  in  the  business  world,  the  three  Vaughn  brothers,  Houghton  Davidson 
Vaughn,  Vice-President  of  the  General  Shoe  Corporation  of  Nashville,  William 
Scott  Vaughn,  First  Vice-President  of  Tennessee  Eastman  Company,  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Vanderbilt  University  and  of  Colgate -Rochester 
Divinity  School,  and  Captain  C,  S.  "Chili"  Vaughn,  Chief  Pilot  of  Pan  American 
Airways. 

At  the  time  of  her  death  in  1844,  the  two  youngest  daughters  were  Abbie, 
three  years  of  age,  and  Stella,  two  wee  lea .  In  1055,  David  Scott,  their  father, 
having  remarried  and  added  four  more  children  by  this  second  wife,  Mary  Elizabeth 
Marshall,  to  his  already  adequate  family,  these  girls  were  sent  North  to  live 
with  their  Aunt  Mari 11a  Houghton  (Gallup)  at  LeRoy,  N.Y.  They  attended  Ingham 
University  there  till  June  i860,  and  attended  for  the  year  i860  -  l86l,  Ontario 
Female  Seminary  at  Canandaigua,  N.Y,,  Abbie  graduating  there  in  June  l86l.  Dur¬ 
ing  their  stay  with  the  Gallups ,  the  two  girls  visited  other  relatives  such  as

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the  Henry  Oscar  Houghtons  in  Cambridge  and  the  Albert  Gallatin  Houghtons  in 
Brooklyn,  during  their  vacation  periods,  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War, 
in  the  summer  of  l86l  they  returned  to  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.  Abbie  Scott  Vaughn 
often  told  of  that  trip  South.  It  was  on  the  last  train  to  run  before  the 
start  of  the  war  and  President  Lincoln  had  issued  a  warning  that  this  would 
be  the  last  opportunity  for  any  Southerners  to  return  home.  In  fact  the 
train  actually  was  fired  on  during  the  journey  South. 

David  Scott,  Stella  Houghton* s  husband,  was  the  son  of  James  and  Jane 
Scott  of  South  Carolina.  He  was  bom  there  on  April  5,  1792.  Later  he  moved 
to  Jefferson  County,  Ala.,  where  he  engaged  in  mercantile  enterprises  in  Elyton, 
Tuscaloosa  and  Marion.  He  sold  out  his  mercantile  interests  and  formed  a  stock 
company  for  the  establishment  of  cotton,  woolen,  flour  and  lumber  mills  at 
Scottsville,  Ala.  (the  town  named  for  him).  He  continued  in  the  manufacturing 
business  till  the  mills  were  burned  by  the  Union  Army  in  April  1865  in  what  was 
known  as  Wilson's  Raid,  an  offshoot  of  Sherman's  Army.  He  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  in  settling  Tuscaloosa,  which  became  his  home  when  he  married  Stella 
Houghton  at  the  home  of  Dr.  James  Guild  of  Tuscaloosa.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
energy  and  sterling  character,  was  noted  for  his  generosity  and  fine  business 
qualifications  -  was  enterprising  and  liberal  in  Ms  gifts  to  church  and  educa¬ 
tional  institutions.  He  died  at  the  home  of  John  W.  McConnell  in  Scottsville 
in  August  1868. 

Scottsville  located  in  Bibb  County,  Ala.  about  fifty  miles  southeast  of 
Tuscaloosa,  seems  to  have  become  a  "ghost  town".  The  city  clerk  of  Tuscaloosa 
writes  that  he  never  heard  of  it.  However,  in  an  "Atlas  of  the  World"  published 
in  1934,  Scottsville  is  shown  on  the  map  of  Alabama  and  while  no  population  is 
given,  the  town  is  listed  in  the  census  of  1930.  Another  town  near  it  in  the 
list,  is  credited  with  a  population  of  11.  So  it  would  seem  that  Scottsville 
wo  pretty  much  of  a  memory  twenty  years  ago. 

A  church  paper  ran  an  article  about  David  Scott  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1868  which  reads  in  part  - 

"He  was  a  'faithful  man  above  many*  -  punctual,  liberal,  devout.  He  could 
hardly  be  otherwise  with  such  a  wife  as  he  had.  But  alas,  we  were  called  to 
mourn  her  death  in  1844,  and  the  community  did  mourn  'for  all  seemed  to  concede 
that  such  another  saint  had  scarcely  left  the  Church  in  that  place  for  paradise'. 
She  made  her  impress  upon  her  children  as  well  as  upon  her  husband,  and  that 
impress  has  never  been  erased." 

Four  years  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Stella  Houghton,  David  Scott 
married  Mary  Elizabeth  Marshall  and  they  had  four  children.  Later  he  married  a 
third  time.  This,  Elizabeth  Biddings  Otis,  was  a  sister  of  his  first  wife, 
Stella's  brother,  Albert  Gallatin  Houghton's  wife,  Harriet  C.  Otis.  There  were 
no  children  from  this  union.

We  find  no  contemporary  knowledge  of  the  Tylers.  Barton 
Tyler  died  January  9;  1840  just  nine  years  after  their  marriage. 
A  letter  written  "by  Mrs.  Anna  Michardson  of  Lyndon,  Vt.,  May  7, 
1851  to  Mrs.  William  Houghton,  Harriet  Tyler's  mother,  reads 
"Where  is  Mrs.  Tyler?  Has  she  ever  married  again?  When  she 
lived  in  Tuscaloosa,  she  wrote  me  soon  after  the  death  of  her 
husband  and  I  answered  it,  but  I  heard  from  Mrs.  Scott  (Stella 
Houghton)  that  she  never  received  it.  I  heard  after  that,  that 
she  went  to  New  York  while  you  lived  there."  This  letter  was 
written  about  two  years  prior  to  Harriet  Tyler's  death  at 
Wetumpka,  Ala,  in  1853;  where  she  no  doubt  was  visiting  the 
Albert  Gallatin  Houghtons. 

Harriet  Houghton  and  Barton  N.  Tyler  were  married  in 
Bradford,  Vt.,  January  12,  1831.  They  evidently  fell  to  the 
lures  of  the  Southland,  as  did  so  many  of  their  brothers  and 
sisters  after  Stella  had  gone  South  to  teach  and  married 
David  Scott,  for  they  soon  moved  to  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.  near 
the  Scotts .

The  first  of  the  six  sons  of  Captain  William  Houghton  was  named 
William  Houghton,  Jr.  He  was  bom  In  Lyndon,  Vt . ,  July  8  1808.  He 

married  Amarilla  Martin  of  Stanstead,  lower  Canada,  on  January  27 
1833.  Two  years  later,  Albert  Scott  Houghton  was  born.  He  was  the 
only  one  of  the  five  children  to  marry.  Their  first  home  probably 
was  in  Measingers  Hollow,  N.Y.,  later  called  Oakland.  There  he  owned 
and  operated  a  "carding"  mill.  His  grandson  William  says  that  he  was 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace"  for  forty  years,  which  would  cover  ali  but 
one  year  of  his  life  after  he  married. 

Just  when  he  moved  to  Nunda,  N.Y.  is  not  known,  but  it  must  have 
been  prior  to  1846  for  his  first  daughter,  Adelaide,  died  therg  in 
that  year.  At  Nunda  he  opened  a  "Boot  and  Shoe"  store.  His  father 
Captain  William  Houghton,  made  his  home  with  him  in  Nunda  for  the  * 
remaining  five  years  of  his  life  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Marilla 
Clay  Houghton  in  Cambridge,  Mass,  in  1858. 

The  family  story  is  that  in  those  days  it  was  customary  to  have 
a  journeyman  weaver  come  to  the  homes  and  weave  blankets,  bed  spreads 
cloth  for  clothing,  etc.  William,  Jr.  had  three  large  cedar  cheats 
built,  one  for  each  daughter,  and  employed  a  weaver  to  come  and  fill 
them  with  such  articles  as  above  mentioned,  "in  the  event  of  their 
marriage".  These  large  chests  fell  short  of  their  mission  as  none 
of  the  daughters  ever  married.  Some  of  the  contents  of  those  "hope" 
chests,  however,  are  still  being  used  after  over  a  hundred  years. 

While  only  one  child  of  William  Houghton,  Jr.’s  six,  married, 
he,  Albert  Scott  Houghton,  did  rather  well  for  the  family  with  five 
children  of  his  own  and  some  seventeen  grand,  great-grand  and  great- 
great  -grandchildren,  to  date. 

Two  of  the  grandsons  of  William,  Jr.,  sons  of  William  Mitchell 
Houghton,  had  distinguished  military  careers.  Lt.  Randall  Scott 
Houghton  was  commanding  his  company,  only  twenty  years  of  age,  when 
he  was  killed  in  ^ the  Argonne  engagement  in  the  First  World  War. 

Stuart,  or  Bill"  Houghton  was  one  of  the  few  members  of  Company  A 
of  the  112th  Infantry  of  the  28tli  Division  to  return  from  the  First 
World  War.  He  remained  with  the  112th  Infantry  until  1943 .  At  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  II,  he  was  Captain  of  the  reorganized  Company 
A,  when  they  were  inducted  into  the  Federal  service.  He  became  Major 
in  1941,  Lt.  Colonel  in  1942  and  since  then  has  been  made  a  full 
Colonel.  He  was  severely  wounded  during  the  Normandy  invasion  and 
spent  many  months  in  hospitals.  He  was  "Col.  Bill"  to  his  men  and 
dubbed  by  them  "Wild  Bill".

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JAMES  CLAY  HOUGHTON

James  Clay  Houghton  was  born  in  Lyndon,  Vt.,  May  13,  l8lO. 

He  studied  at  both  Amherst  College  and  Dartmouth  College,  grad¬ 
uating  from  the  latter  school  in  1836.  He  studied  theology  at 
Hartford  Theological  Seminary  (at  that  time  located  at  East 
Windsor,  Conn.)  and  was  ordained  to  the  Congregational  ministry 
in  1839  or  1840.  He  married  Julia  Morton  of  East  Windsor,  whose 
father  was  a  theological  professor,  on  November  4,  1840.  There 
were  three  children  -  James  Clay,  Jr.  born  in  l84l;  Joseph  Goodhue 
born  in  1842;  and  Julia  Morton  born,  1848. 

He  held  pastorates  in  Massachusetts  at  Wilbraham,  Petersham, 
and  Dana  and  in  Vermont  at  Chelsea.  He  died  in  Montpelier,  Vt., 
April  29,  i860.  He  was  a  good  scholar  in  the  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages,  a  very  thoughtful  preacher;  a  beloved  pastor,  and  a 
man  of  marked  integrity. 

His  son  James  Jr.  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1902  was 
president  of  the  National  Life  Insurance  Company,  Montpelier, 

Vt.  He  graduated  from  Amherst  College  in  1882  and  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity.  James  Jr.'s  son  Edward, 

Amherst  1893  and  Psi  Upsilon,  was  president  of  Houghton  Mifflin 
Company,  the  publishers,  from  1922  to  1939  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  since  then,  (see  Who's  Who  in  America) 

His  second  son,  Joseph  Goodhue  Houghton,  Amherst  1865,  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1916  was  president  of  the  Fidelity  Title 
and  Trust  Company  of  Stamford,  Conn.  He  had  been  First  Selectman 
of  Stamford  for  several  years  and  also  Alderman  at  Large  in  the 
City  Government,  His  wife,  Sarah  Pierre pont  Edwards  was  a  great- 
great-granddaughter  of  Jonathan  Edwards.  His  sons  Walter  and 
Frederick  were  both  bankers  in  Stamford,  Conn,  and  Herbert 
Pierrepont,  A.B.  Amherst  1901,  Phd.  John  Hopkins,  Litt  D. 
Waynesburg  Coll.,  L.L.D.  Eipon  Coll.,  was  an  educator,  scholar, 
theologian,  and  author  (Who's  Who  in  America  1951).  He  was 
president  of  Waynesburg  College  1915  to  1918  -  of  Carroll 
College  at  Waukesha,  Wis .  19 18  to  1920  -  Executive  Secretary 
of  Wisconsin  Colleges  Associated,  1920  to  1922  -  professor 
of  Greek  Carleton  College  1923  to  1940,  and  professor  of 
Classical  languages  1940  to  1950.  Since  1950  he  has  been 
research  scholar  in  Oriental  languages  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.

ALBERT  GALLATIN  HOUGHTON 


1812  -  1880 


Albert  Gallatin  Houghton  was  born  in  Lyndon,  Vt.,  April  29,  1819. 
Hemenway ' 3  Gazetteer  relates  this  anecdote  of  Albert's  boyhood.  "It  is 
told  of  Albert  when  a  boy  that  this  family  having  dined  on  potatoes 
alone,'  without  salt,  then  procuring  some  salt,  Albert  took  a  large  piece 
or  lump  and  ate  it  to  season  his  potatoes  already  eaten."  He  married  Maria 
Otis  of  Wilbraham,  Mass,  on  April  8,  1838.  They  had  two  sons,  William  Otis 
who  later  fought  in  the  Civil  War.  He  lived  to  the  age  of  74,  dying  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  second  son,  Charles  Curtis,  was  bom  January  1 6,  1842. 
He  died  October  7th  of  the  same  year. 

Maria  Otis  livod  only  six  years  after  her  marriage  to  Albert  Gallatin 
Houghton.  A  year  later,  on  September  30*  1844,  Albert  married  his  first 
wife's  sister  Harriet  C.  Otis.  There  were  seven  children  of  this  union. 

Two  sons,  Oscar  and  Albert,  devoted  most  of  their  lives  to  the  publishing 
house,  In  the  early  nineties  becoming  partners  in  the  firm,  and  in  the  case 
of  Albert,  Vice-President  when  Houghton  Mifflin  Company  was  incorporated  in 
1908.  The  third  son,  Otis  became  a  dentist  in  Brooklyn.  He  had  three 
children  and  six  grandchildren.  Albert  Gallatin's  daughter,  Stella,  lived 
less  than  a  year.  Mari 11a  married  in  1885  and  only  lived  four  years  after 
that.  Mary  married  a  Dr.  W.  H.  B.  Pratt,  who  became  one  of  Brooklyn's  lead¬ 
ing  physicians.  They  had  four  children  and  nine  grandchildren.  Hattie  mar¬ 
ried  a  Congregational  clergyman,  Archibald  Longworth  Love.  There  were  six 
children  and  fifteen  grandchildren.  Two  of  the  children  have  served  as 
College  Trustees,  Harriet  Love  Thompson  of  Mount  Holyoke  College,  and 
William  DeLoss  Love  II  of  Hamilton  College. 

Albert  Gallatin  Houghton  went  South  in  1833*  going  first  to  Tuscaloosa, 
where  his  son,  William  Otis  was  born.  Sometime  between  1839  and  1842  he 
moved  to  Wetumpka,  Ala.,  where  he  engaged  in  the  cotton  and  general  merchan¬ 
dising  business.  It  was  there  that  his  older  children  were  born.  He  stayed 
in  Wetumpka  until  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  The  family  then  moved  North  " 
settling  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  where  he  bought  the  home  at  179  Park  Place, 
which  is  still  in  the  family  and  is  occupied  by  one  of  his  grandsons.  In 
18 66  he  joined  his  brother  Henry  Oscar  Houghton  in  the  publishing  house  of 
Hurd  &  Houghton,  He  became  a  partner  in  1870,  heading  the  New  York  branch 
of  the  business  until  his  retirement  in  1878,  just  two  years  prior  to  his 
death. 

In  1894  Mary  Houghton  Pratt  visited  Wetumpka,  Ala,,  with  her  mother, 
the  widow  of  Albert  Gallatin  Houghton.  Photographs  were  taken  of  the  old 
home  and  the  view  of  the  town  from  the  hilltop,  on  which  the  home  was  loc¬ 
ated.  Very  little  change  had  been  made  since  the  family  moved  Nortfy,  at 
the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  At  that  time  the  population  of  the  village  was 
slightly  over  100. 

From  an  old  daguerreotype  we  have  a  picture  of  Mrs.  Pratt  as  a  little 
girl,  taken  about  1857  with  "Aunt  Eliza"  the  family  nurse  and  "Uncle  Jeff" 
ner  husband,  who  was  a  helper  in  the  mercantile  establishment  of  A.  G, 
Houghton.  The  foraer  was  a  slave  up  to  the  time  of  the  start  of  the  Civil 
War,  when  Mr.  Houghton  gave  her  and  their  cook,  "Aunt  Sue"  their  freedom. 
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"Uncle  Jeff"  was  a  free  man,  at  least  when  he  started,  working  for  the 
Houghtons.  The  old  house  is  still  standing  and  in  use,  much  enlarged 
and  improved  by  the  present  owners. 

Manilla  Pratt  Pearsall  furnishes  the  following  anecdotes  of  the 
Wetumpka  days,  handed  down  by  her  mother.  "Grandmother  (Mrs.  Harriet 
Otis  Houghton)  one  day  sent  a  slave  down  to  Grandfather  at  the  store, 
with  word  to  come  right  home  as  soon  as  possible.  Grandfather  was 
scared  to  death,  and  thought  something  quite  desperate  had  happened. 

So  he  dropped  everything  and  ran  all  the  way  up  the  very  steep  hill. 
When  he  reached  the  house  he  was  quite  out  of  breath,  and  had  diffi¬ 
culty  in  asking  what  was  the  matter.  Grandmother  quite  beamingly  said 
"the  point  of  Oscar's  first  tooth  is  through,  and  I  just  felt  it  and 
I  knew  you  would  want  to  know  at  once,  and  feel  if  too." 

"There  was  an  old  covered  bridge  leading  across  the  Coosa  River 
into  the  town  of  Wetumpka,  and  when  it  was  rumored  that  the  "Yanks" 
were  coming,  they  packed  it  solidly  full  of  bales  of  cotton  from 
Grandfather’s  warehouse.  The  rumor  proved  false,  but  a  little  later 
the  scare  was  so  great  that  the  bridge  was  burned,  at  a  great  loss, 
both  in  the  value  of  the  bridge  and  Grandfather’s  cotton." 

"The  second  son,  Albert,  later  the  New  York  publisher,  about 
this  time  was  sent  into  the  woods  with  the  horses,  so  that  they 
would  not  be  captured  by  the  "Yanks".  He  was  in  hiding  several 
days.  The  family  silver  was  buried  in  the  garden,  the  little 
girls  each  had  on  three  or  four  dresses,  in  case  they  had  to  flee 
at  a  moment’s  notice." 

From  Grace  Houghton  in  Clinton,  N.Y.,  comes  the  story  that 
during  the  Civil  War,  her  grandfather  William,  Jr.,  got  into 
considerable  trouble  in  his  attempts  to  send  food  to  his  brother 
Albert  and  his  family  in  Wetumpka, 
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“Aunt”  Eliza  and  “Uncle”  Jeff

DANIEL  CLAY  HOUGHTON 


1815  -  i860 


Bom  in  Lyndon,  Vt.  March  12,  1815,  Daniel  Clay  Houghton  prepared 
for  college  at  Bradford,  Vt.  He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Vermont  in  the  Class  of  1840,  with  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  arts.  He 
attended  Wesleyan  University  subsequent  to  1840,  and  received  his 
masters  degree  there  in  1843.  In  1857*  he  received  an  honorary  DaD. 
x rom  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York.  He  was  a  Presbyterian 
clergyman;  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  i860  was  editor  of  the  American 
Presbyterian;  and  for  a  time  was  professor  of  Latin  and  Greek  and 
moral  philosophy  at  Genessee  College' in  New  York  State.  This  was 
about  1850  to  1851. 

He  married  Hosanna  H.  Corliss  of  Oxford,  N.Y.  on  December  15, 
1840.  She  died  October  6,  l84l.  On  August  16,  1842  he  married 
Juliana  Alton  of  LaGrange,  N.Y.  Their  three  children,  Stella  C., 

Bosa  Elizabeth  and  Daniel  Clay  Houghton,  Jr.  were  bom  in  1847, 

1854  and  185?  respectively,  while  the  family  home  was  in  Brooklyn, 


Stella  graduated  from  Brooklyn  Heights  Seminary  and  then 
taught  in  Houghton  Seminary  in  Clinton,  N.Y.  from  1868  to  1869. 

She  died  there  on  April  2,  1869,  a  very  much  beloved  person.  She 
was  buried  in  the  Woodlands  Cemetery  in  Philadelphia  in  the  same 
lot  with  her  father  and  mother. 

Bosa  graduated  from  Houghton  Seminary  in  l8?4 ,  While  there, 
she  met  Charles  F,  Goss,  a  student  at  Hamilton  College..  They  were 
married  in  1876.  They  had  one  daughter,  whose  line  appears  in  full 
on  page  44. 

Daniel  C lay  attended  Hamilton  College  only  one  year,  a  member 
of  the  Class  of  1882,  but  he  did  receive  his  A.B.  from  that  in¬ 
stitution  in  1906.  He  moved  to  the  West  Coast  and  lived  a  great¬ 
er  part  of  his  life  in  Oakland,  Calif.,  where  he  died  in  1924.  His 
widow,  Isabelle  Hunt  Houghton,  lived  in  the  family  home  there,  until 
her  death  about  1932.  Their  two  children,  Leora  and  William  Alton 
were  bom  in  Galt,  Calif.  The  former  during  the  late  1920's  and 
early  1930 's  conducted  a  school  for  the  children  of  Christian 
Scientists  in  New  York  City.  This  was  called  the  "Houghton  Day  and 
Boarding  School".  She  attended  the  University  of  California  in  the 
Class  of  1921  and  was  a  graduate  of  Teachers  College  in  New  York 
City  in  1926.  The  son,  William  was  in  the  wholesale  produce  bus¬ 
iness  in  San  Francisco  for  a  number  of  years  and  later  in  the  in¬ 
surance  business  in  Los  Angeles.

Here  again  we  have  one  of  the  brothers  answering  the  call 
to  Alabama,  probably  sometime  In  the  *  30's.  Justin  married,  Mary 
Pardee,  at  Southington,  Conn,  on  October  3,  1842.  (This  date 
comes  from  the  Pardee  Genealogy  although  some  of  the  Houghton 
records  give  the  date  of  marriage  as  September  18,  l84l.) 

Mary  Pardee  was  bom  April  9,  1819  in  Southington  and  after 
the  death  of  her  husband,  Justin  Houghton  in  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  on 
December  30,  1844,  she  returned  North  and  later  married  Dr.  Giles 
N.  Langdon  of  New  Haven,  Conn. ,  who  was  the  widower  of  her  sister. 
Mary  Pardee  was  the  daughter  of  Deacon  Phineas  Pardee  and  Irma  Lewis 
Pardee.  The  Pardee  line  goes  back  directly  through  Noah,  Benjamin, 
Eliphalet,  George  Jr.,  and  George,  who  was  born  in  Pitminster, 
Somersetshire  England,  in  1624.  He  settled  in  New  Haven  in  1644,  at 
which  time  he  changed  his  name  from  Par  Dieu  to  Pardee.  The  fam¬ 
ily  traces  back  to  the  Huguenot  ancestors,  and  the  Huguenot  Society 
has  accepted  George  Pardee  as  an  eligible  ancestor. 

Justin  Houghton  was  only  2?  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death 
m  1844.  He  is  buried  in  the  David  Scott  lot  in  the  Old  Cemetery 
at  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.

Maria  (in  some  records  spelt  Mariah)  was  born  in  Sutton,  Vt., 
September  30th,  18X9.  She  was  married  on  August  8,  1846.  Her  hus¬ 
band  Joseph  W.  Hancock,  was  teaching  school  in  Saratoga  Springs,  N.Y. 
They  continued  to  live  there  until  May  184-9,  when  having  received  the 
appointment  to  go  as  missionaries  among  the  Dakota  Indians  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  they  set  out  for  their  destination,  Red  Wing,  in  the 
Northwest  Territory. 

The  trip  was  an  arduous  one,  rail  to  Buffalo,  steamer  through 
the  lakes  to  Chicago,  stage  to  Galena,  and  boat  to  Red  Wing.  The 
nearest  post  office  was  twenty-five  miles  up  the  river.  Mail  had 
to  be  brought  to  Red  Wing  from  there  by  canoe.  Three  or  four  weeks 
often  elapsed  without  news  from  the  outside  world. 

One  daughter,  Marilla,  was  born  before  they  left  for  the  West, 
and  a  son  "Willie"  was  born  in  August  of  1850.  The  latter  lived 
only  slightly  over  a  year  and  is  said  to  have  been  the  first  white 
child  to  be  buried  in  Red  Wing,  Before  her  death  on  March  20th, 

I85I,  Maria  asked  that  she  be  buried  there  among  her  "people",  the 
Dakota  Indians,  who  had  given  her  the  name  of  "Washtay-Ween"  - 
The  Good  Woman.  She  also  asked  that  the  child,  Marilla,  be  sent 
East  to  her  Aunt  Marilla  Houghton  (Gallup) .  A  few  years  later  her 
father,  Rev.  Joseph  W.  Hancock,  married  Sarah  Rankin,  of  Red  Wing, 

Minn,  and  at  Manilla's  request  he  came  East  and  brought  her  back 
to  live  with  them.  Marilla  returned  to  Clinton,  N.Y.  later  and 
was  educated  there  in  1866.  She  married  William  Holliday  of  Red 
Wing  in  1874,  They  had  three  children,  five  grandchildren,  and 
eight  great-grandchildren. 

Dr.  Houghton  Holliday,  one  of  Maria  Houghton  Hancock's 
grandsons,  has  had  a  distinguished  career  at  Columbia  University, 
m  the  school  of  Dentistry  and  Oral  Surgery,  His  name  appears

HENRY  OSCAR  HOUGHTON 


1823  -  1895 


Born  in  Sutton,  Vt,  in  1823,  Henry  Oscar  Houghton  received  the  normal 
New  England  schooling  of  his  day,  till  he  was  ten  years  old,  and  then  for 
three  years  had  what  advantages  there  were  in  a  country  academy  at  Bradford. 
While  he  was  working  in  the  office  of  the  "Free  Press"  in  Burlington,  Vt., 
an  older  brother  influenced  him  to  decide  that  he  would  somehow'  got  a  college 
education.  By  studying  evenings  and  using  all  other  opportunities,  he  accom¬ 
plished  the  work  necessary  to  enable  him  to  enter  the  University  of  Vermont 
in  the  fall  of  1842. 

While  in  college,  he  worked  at  his  trade  as  much  as  he  could.  After 
graduating  in  1846,  he  went  to  Boston  and  became  a  reporter  on  the  "Traveler" 
and  also  a  proofreader  at  the  Boston  Type  Foundry.  An  interesting  story  that 
fits  into  the  life  of  H.  0,  Houghton  at  this  point,  comes  from  Mrs.  Herbert 
Lee  McConnell,  whose  husband  was  a  grandson  of  Stella  Houghton  Scott.  Mrs. 
McConnell  writes  from  her  home  in  Daphne,  Ala.,  telling  that  on  their  honey¬ 
moon,  she  and  her  husband  spent  a  week  in  Boston,  and  on  Sunday  afternoon 
went  out  to  Cambridge  to  call  at  the  old  Houghton  home  on  Garden  Street. 

There  they  found  Miss  Alberta  Houghton,  who  evidently  made  a  very  delight¬ 
ful  impression  on  the  McConnells,  Miss  Alberta  told  them  the  story  of  the 
help  that  David  Scott  gave  her  father  "H.O."  Houghton  at  the  beginning  of 
his  career.  We  quote  Mrs.  McConnell's  letter.  "She  most  interestingly 
told  me,  that  soon  after  her  father  finished  college,  with  only  seventy-five 
cents  in  his  pocket,  a  letter  from  Alabama  came,  which  he  could  not  accept 
without  first  paying  twenty-five  cents  postage.  He  looked  at  the  letter 
then  at  his  quarter,  wondering  if  the  former  would  make  it  worthwhile  part¬ 
ing  with  his  diminishing  funds.  He  decided  to  take  a  chance  and  paid  the 
quarter.  The  letter  proved  to  be  of  real  assistance  to  the  young  man,  as 
in  it,  Mr.  Scott  offered  him  the  loan  of  $100.  Miss  Houghton  concluded 
her  story  with  the  remark  that  her  father  always  felt  the  loan  of  that 
$100  was  the  turning  point  in  his  life."  This  version  of  the  story  of  the 
loan  from  David  Scott  does  not  differ  greatly  from  that  in  Scudder's  "Life 
of  Henry  Q*  Houghton  .  He  tells  there  that  "H.O,"  used  to  say  that  he 
entered  college  in  1842  with  three  York  shillings  in  his  pocket,  two  of 
which  he  used  for  getting  himself  In  order  in  his  room,  leaving  twelve  and 
one-half  cents  for  further  expenses.  It  would  seem  from  this  account,  that 
the  aid  from  David  Scott  antedated  somewhat  the  above  loan  of  $100,  This 
financial  help  seems  to  have  started  early  in  his  college  course.  Certainly 
David  Scott  went  far  beyond  what  ordinarily  might  be  expected,  in  lending 
a  helping  hand  financially  and  otherwise  to  his  wife's  brothers  and  sisters, 

Ihis  loan  of  $100  was  evidently  followed  by  several  others  that  David 
Scott  made  to  his  brother-in-law.  Late  in  1848  when  "H .O.11  was  employed  by 
Freeman  and  Builes,  Boston  Printers,  Mr.  Freeman  offered  to  sell  him  his 
one-half  interest  in  the  business  for  $1,000,  and  he  secured  the  loan  of  the 
money  to  make  this  purchase  from  David  Scott.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
here,  that  from  an  old  payroll  for  the  month  of  January  1849,  there  were 
16  employees.  This  printing  business  was  soon  moved  to  Cambridge  and  it 
was  about  three  years  later  early  in  1852  when  the  number  of  employees 
had  increased  to  ^0f  that  with  the  aid  of  a  further  loan  from  David  Scott 
he  founded  H.  0.  Houghton  &  Co.  He  took  possession  of  an  old  brick  build¬ 
ing  60  x  40  feet  on  the  East  bank  of  the  Charles  River,  which  had  formerly- 
been  used  as  the  "Poor  House".  This  shortly  became  known  as  "The  River¬ 
side  Press",  and  still  is,  one  hundred  years  later.  In  1864,  the  publishing 
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house  of  Hurd  &  Houghton  was  formed.  This  continued  until  1878,  when  it 
was  merged  with  James  R.  Osgood  &  Company,  taking  the  name  of  Houghton, 
Osgood  &  Company,  This  was  changed  to  Houghton  Mifflin  &  Company  in 
1880  at  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Osgood.  Mr*  George  H.  Mifflin  joined  the 
staff  in  1868.  He  was  head  of  the  company  from  Mr.  Houghton’s  death  in 
1895,  until  its  incorporation  in  1908,  when  he  "became  president,  which 
office  he  held  until  his  death  in  1921.  Mr.  Albert  F.  Houghton  was 
vice-president  from  1908  until  he  retired.  Edward  R.  Houghton  succeeded 
Mr.  Mifflin  as  president  in  1921,  becoming  chairman  of  the  Board  in  1939. 

In  1870,  Albert  Gallatin  Houghton,  a  brother  of  Henry  Oscar,  was 
admitted  to  the  firm,  having  been  connected  with  the  New  York  office 
since  the  close  of  the  Civil  War,  when  he  came  North  from  Alabama  in 
1866. 

In  1908  the  firm  of  Houghton  Mifflin  &  Company  was  dissolved,  and 
the  corporation  Houghton  Mifflin  Company  formed.  This  has  carried  on 
to  the  present  time  as  one  of  the  most  honored  names  in  the  publishing 
business  of  the  entire  world. 

It  is  interesting  to  study  the  list  of  the  descendants  of  Captain 
William  Houghton,  father  of  Henry  and  Albert,  (thirteen  to  date)  who 
have  been  connected  with  this  business  in  the  hundred  years  since  H. 

0.  Houghton  founded  the  Riverside  Press. 

He  married  Nanna  Manning  in  1854.  There  were  four  children  and 
four  grandchildren.  Hie  son,  Henry  0,  Houghton,  was  connected  with 
the  company  from  1877  until  his  death  in  1906.  The  third  generation, 
Henry  Oscar,  has  been  in  the  business  since  1925  and  the  fourth  gen¬ 
eration  of  the  same  name,  a  student  at  Williams  College,  has  worked 
for  the  company  during  three  summer  vacations.

The  youngest  of  the  twelve  children  of  Captain  William  Houghton,  Manilla,  was 
bom  in  button,  Ft.,  May  7,  1029.  She  was  one  of  the  first  students  at  Mount  Hol¬ 
yoke  Seminary  when  it  was  started  by  Mary  Lyon.  While  there,  she  became  very  much 
interested  in  education  for  women.  After  graduation  in  1846,  she  taught  at  Seward 
Female  Seminary  in  Rochester,  N.Y.  until  1849.  She  then  went  to  Lockport,  N.Y.  and 
taught  at  the  Lockport  Female  Seminary,  either  becoming  principal  of  the  school  at 
once, .or  soon  after  joining  the  staff  there.  In  the  Spring  of  1852  there  was  a  re¬ 
organization  ol  the  Lockport  Union  School.  It  is  not  clear  whether  it  absorbed  the 
Lockport  Female  Seminary,  but  at  any  rate  Manilla  Houghton  became  assistant  to  Mrs. 

E.  C,  Wilson,  Principal  of  the  Female  Department.  The  catalogue  of  1852  shows  her 
in  charge  of  the  senior  class  of  young  ladies,  and  teacher  of  mathematics,  geography 
hisoory  and  French.  Shortly  after  coining  to  the  Lockport  Union  School,  liar  ilia  be-  * 
came  Principal  of  the  Female  Department.  Early  in  1853  she  "retired  from  the 
school  and  joined  the  faculty  of  Willoughby  Female  Seminary  (Later  Lake  Erie  Col¬ 
lege)  at  Willoughby,  Ohio.  ^She  became  Principal  of  that  school  in  1854.  The  semi* 
nary  building  burned  in  I856,  but  we  find  that  Manilla  Houghton  had  moved  to  LeRoy, 
N.Y.  to  become  Principal  of  LeRoy  Female  Seminary  in  the  Fall  of  1855,  teaching 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy".  In  1857  she  added  "Criticism"  and  in  the  1899  cata- 
Jogue  she  is  listed  as  ’’Mrs.  Mari  11a  Houghton  Gallup,  A.E.  Principal-Criticism, 
Philosophy,  Mental  and  Moral,  Latin  language." 

LeRoy  Female  Seminary  was  established  in  1835,  though  not  incorporated  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  until  l84l.  It  is  said  to  have  been  the  first 
school  for  higher  education  for  women  in  the  United  States.  The  year  1839  would  put 
it  slightly  earlier  than  Mount  Holyoke  Female  Seminary.  An  act  of  the  State  Legis¬ 
lature  changed  LeRoy  to  Ingham  Collegiate  Institute  on  April  6,  1852,  and  another 
act  April  3,  1857  made  it  Ingham  University.  It  closed  its  doors  in  June  1892.

In  1858  Manilla  Houghton  married  John  Chester  Gallup,  M.D.,  who  for  several 
years  had  been  connected  with  Ingham  University  and  they  immediately  started  to 
look  for  a  likely  place  to  start  a  young  ladies  seminary  of  their  own.  They  left 
the  faculty  of  Ingham  University  in  the  fall  of  i860  and  taught  that  school  year 
at  Ontario  Female  Seminary  in  Canandaigua,  N.Y.  This  institution  was  incorporated 
y  the  State  Legislature  in  1825  and  it  closed  in  1876  when  the  property  was  sold 
for  debt.  Early  in  l86l,  they  purchased  the  institution,  "heretofore  favorably 
known  as  the  Home  Cottage  Seminary  under  the  management  of  Misses  Louisa  M.  Barker 
anu  Anne  Chipman,"  and  on  July  9,  I86l,  issued  the  announcement  that  Houghton  Semi¬ 
nary,  Clinton,  N.Y.  would  commence  its  first  school  year  on  September  18,  l86l. 

From  that  date  until  1880,  when  Dr.  Gallup's  health  began  to  fail,  they  con-

During  the  period  prior  to  Houghton  Seminary  in  1855,  in  addition  to 
the  above,  two  of  the  daughters  of  her  sister,  Stella  Houghton  Scott  of 
Tuscaloosa,  Ala.  came  North.

,,Lake  Erie  College  traces  its  history  to  that  impulse  for  the  higher 
education  of  women  which  resulted  in  the  establishing  of  Mount  Holyoke  Fe¬ 
male  Seminary  by  Mary  Lyon  in  1837.'  The  pioneers  of  the  Western  Reserve 
were  as  keenly  interested  in  founding  schools  and  colleges  in  the  newer 
part  of  the  country  as  had  been  their  forbears  in  New  England,  and  soon' 
after  Mount  Holyoke  had  opened,  prominent  citizens  of  Lake  County,  Ohio, 
began  to  plan  for  an  institution  for  the  higher  education  of  young  women. 

A  Medical  College  established  in  Willoughby  some  years  earlier  moved 
to  Cleveland  and  many  felt  that  the  building  Which  it  had  occupied  would 
be  a  suitable  place  in  which  to  begin  this  enterprise.  The  promoters  turn¬ 
ed  to  Mary  Lyon  for  advice.  She  was  greatly  interested  in  the  project 
and  in  1847  the  Willoughby  Female  Seminary  opened  with  Miss  Roxena  B. 

Termy  as  Principal.  A  three-year  course  was  offered  of  which  the  back¬ 
bone  was  'Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,'  'Higher  Mathematics  •  and  'The 
Evidences  of  Christianity. • 

^  Within  the  first  twelve  weeks  the  number  of  students  grew  from  four¬ 
teen  to  fifty.  Thereafter  the  enrollment  increased  rapidly,  but  in  1856 
progress  was  checked  by  a  destructive  fire.  Even  before  this  there  had 
been  considerable  talk  of  new  buildings  and  a  new  location.  Thus  when 
the  crisis  precipitated  by  the  fire  arose,  the  same  leaders  who  had  been 
active  in  laying  the  foundations  at  Willoughby  gave  liberally  towards 
the  rebuilding,  bestirred  themselves  among  the  citizens  of  Paineaville 

a^dmSeCUred  p^edges  of  money  and  of  land  from  many  donors.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Willoughby  Seminary  took  advantage  of  these  offers 
and  decided  to  move  their  school  to  Painesville. 

"The  new. school  was  incorporated  in  1856  with  Judge  Reuben  Hitchcock. 
MU  Wilcox,  the  Honorable  Charles  A.  Avery,  Mr.  Timothy  Rockwell, 

L>  Perkins  and  Mr.  Silas  T.  Ladd  as  incorporators,  and  opened 
in  !859  as  Lake  Erie  Female  Seminary  with  Miss  Lydia  Sessions  of  the  Mount 
Holyoke  faculty  as  Principal.  The  Seminary  developed  rapidly  under  her 
leadership  but  her  services  came  to  an  end  all  too  soon  through  her  mar¬ 
riage  in  1866  to  the  Reverend  W.  W,  Woodworth."  *

ohe  stayed  at  LeRoy  -  Ingham  till  June  i860  -  then  she  and  Dr.  Gallup  put 
in  the  year  i860  to  l86l  at  Ontario  Female  Seminary  and  from  l86l  to  her 
death  in  1894  she  was  at  Houghton  Seminary  in  Clinton,  N,  Y.
